Two Additional’ Enemy Air- 
planes. Are Reported to 
Have Fallen at Sea. 


THRONGS HEARGOTHAS’ HUM 


Hospital Escapes. as Inmates Pray 
—Girls ‘Absent When Their 
Dormitory Is Wrecked.

LONDON, May. 20.—Thirty-seven per- 
sons. were killed and 155 injured in the 
London area during last night’s air raid. 
Six persons were injured in the prov- 


inces. 
The cdésualties ‘were divided as. fol- 


lows: 

London and the .Metropoljtan Police 
District—Killed: Men, 17; women, 14; 
children, 6; total, 37.’ Injured: Men, 
83; women, 49; children, 23; total, 155. 

Provinces—Injured: Men, 2; women, 
3; child, 1; total, 6. 

Considerable damage to property hes 
been reported. _

More ‘deaths and b ‘iedurios to innocent 


inhabitants of London were caused . in 
the raid than any other. this year except 
that of Jan. 28, when 58 were killed. and 
173 injured. It was the sixth raid of the 
year, the last one having been made on 
March 7. 

The provinces got off lightly, .as-usual, 
virtually all the bombs dropped outside 
of. Londop having fallen in open placés. 
In: fact, -it appeared as if the majority 
of the raiders, on being foiled in their 
attempt to reach London, got rid of 
thejr bombs in spots where it+was Im- 
possible to do serious damage. 


" Hum of ‘Raiders Heard. 


This latest ‘aerial attack on Londen 
and its environs probably was the most 
ambitious ever undertaken. Never bo- 
fore was there-such a continued volley 
of firing from the meer anti-aircraft 
batteries. 

Tho. raiding Gothas flew at a great 
height, ‘the majority of them kéeping 
well -up, to' 12,000 feet in a.-very clear 
sky. . Although they. were at. this height, 
the sound of’ their motors Id be 
Plainly heard: from. the -streets. At one 
point where a correspondent of The As- 
sociated Press ‘viewed the spectacle the 
sound of the engines was audible. 

The British. gunners blazed away in a 
concentrated fire: It was.this unusually 
heavy barrage which evidently preven- 
ted most of the Gothas from reaching 
their objectives, ‘although several of 
them flew over London. 

The moon was shining brightly when 
the raiders crossed the southeastern 
coast and headed for the métropolis. 

The usual warnings were given prompt- 
ly and: the‘people had time to reach 
shelters before the guns in the neigh- 
borhood of London were heard. The 
firing was. almost. continuous for more 
than two hours, 

The number of enemy ‘aircraft is not 
known, but they seem to have been 
more: numerous’ than usual. 


Holiday Crowds See Attack. 

Thousands of persons had their first ex- 
perience in‘an' air raid, They wére from 
many parts of England, Scotland, and 
Wales, and took advantage of the Whit- 
suntide holfdays, which run from Satur- 
day until Tuesday, to visit the -metropo- 
lis.. On the other. hand,’ thousands of 
Londoners had gone to the country- 
side and seashore resorts for brief va- 
cations. They cut short these visits 
and hurried back to-London to learn the 
fate of their homes and relatives. 

The holidays probably were responsi- 
bile ‘for the safety of scores of girls 
housed in dormitories~ recently con- 
structed by a large department store. 
‘Many of them were. apprentices brcught 
from, nearby. towns,,-who.went. home for 
the holidays. A bomb destroyed the two 
upper floors. of the. building, which is 
fat. a, block long.,. The main room on 
the floor below was damaged, but the 
few girls: remaining in the-dormitories, 
who took refugé in the basement when 
the first alarm was given, were un- 
injured, except for one, who was 
“wounded slightly. 

Hospital Spared as Patients Pray. 

‘A number of bombs fell in open places 
in London, some of them near a hos- 
pital, which was.seemingly.protected by 
Providence, as the. helpless . inmates

Why News of Positions Taker and 
Prisoners Captured Comes First 
from the Victors.

LONDON; May 20.—In the fourth year | 

of the war we remain essentially an un- 

military nation. The German people 
have been brought up on the principle 
that war is the continuation of its policy, 
and the. national life of Germany has 
for generations been regulated by that 
principle. We regard and always have 
regarded war as the disruption of policy 

This divergence 

of sentiment touches the very roots of 

the causes. for which we are fighting. Z 
Yet war'is an evil which must be 

fated as thoroughly and scientifically 

as poverty, pestilence, crime, or any 
other social” evil; and to face it suc- 
cessfully .we must understand it. 

In this respect we entered the war ter- 
ribly handicapped. Of the great nations 
which came into the strugle at the be- 
ginning, we alone had not been forced to 
look on war as a national rather than a 
military business. The others had lived 
generations in the presence of and under 
the menace of armed force. Almost 
every family had contributed at least 
one soldier to thd State. 

Thus the atmosphere of Paris has 
throughout the war been very differént 
from that of London. The French public 
knows instinctively how much it can 
safely be told and what conclusions to 
draw from the information it receives. 
Our public feels instinctively that it does 
not khow enough, and it thinks, par- 
ticularly when things are going wrong, 
it’ should be told more.. Now the one 
solid. basis of our information is the 
official communiqué. That must be so, 
since the means of communication are 
in military hands for military purposes. 


A Difference in Bulletins. 


This- does not mean that I under- 
estimate the brilliant dispatches of 
Philip Gibbs and -other correspondents 
at the front who enable us to under- 
stand the conditions under which. our 
men are fighting, what they are suf- 
fering, and what they are achieving. 
The one gives us the bare facts, the 
other the local color. Now there is a 
deal of human nature in thé com- 
muniqués—a statement which may as- 
tonish the public, accustomed to the 
cold soldierly reticence of Sir Douglas 
Haig’s reports. These reports tell us 
what is happening at the actual front. 

In normal times, when all our tele- 
phones and telegraphs are in working 
order, it takes from four to five hours 
for news from the front line to pass 
through the. various headquarters and 
arrive at General Headquarters. It re- 
quires. perhaps. another two hours to 
draft from these the ‘press conimuniqué 
andi to get it-to-Lendon. : Therefore, the 
news whichcomes in at night gives us 
the < situation’ up. to the ‘afternoon of 
that day. ‘This is the main report, and 
we see. it usually first in the morning 
papers. That which we receive in the 
course of the morning, and which ap- 
pears first in the evening papers, is 
supplementary and gives the account 
of the: events between the dispatch of 





the in report and daybreak. 
Now''the German system is somewhat 
different., The enemy sends out in the 


morning his main report of his doings 
up to mightfall of the previous day, and 
this, we get. in London. during the after- 
noon,: some hours after Sir Douglas 
Haig’s morning report which takes the 
pat up to. daybreak—that is, séme 

elve hours later than the German 
report. The German headquarters’ is- 
stes a second and usually a very brief 
report. in the evening, dealing with 
events up to that morning. 


Haig Normally Later Than Berlin. 


Thus in normal times our information 
is well aheaq of the German, but in 
abnormal times, and particularly if 
things are going wrong, we may and 
often do fall behind. 

Take for example what happened at 
the end of March. The enemy drove in 
our front and pressed through to a con- 
siderable depth.. Telephone and tele> 
graph lines had been abandoned, and 
headquarters, which are collecting, sta- 
tions for’ information, were forced” to 
abandon their exchanges and fall back. 
Fresh means of transmitting informa- 
tion had to be improvised, and were re- 
‘quired as a matter of prime urgency for 
control of the battle. 

This is what is to be expected when an 
enemy is successful in: attack, and it 
means that news is-delayed just at the 
time when the public at home are 
most anxious and most eager for infor- 
mation. Besides all this, there is, the 
human factor to which I have referred. 
The attacking enemy, who gained 
ground, is flushed with success, and 
every. man,- from’ the’ private in the 
front line te the General in the rear, 
makes the most of it. The defender, 
fighting stubbornly and determined to 
hold his ground to the last possible mo- 
ment, will not admit he has lost the 
position he is defending till his last 
man has been driven :from it and his 
means.of recapturing it are exhausted. 

The Germans: entér a town, and after 
fierce fighting reach the market place. 
Their General knows he” has’ fresh 
-troops, coming up ‘to support ‘him, and 
hé sends off a report that he has cap- 
tured, let us say, Bapaume... Sometimes 
he speaks too soon; sometimes he makes 
good his word. Our man, perhaps: at 
the ‘same time, tells his superior he is 
holding on to the town and can retake

rades through the village. Those on 
the left pressed across the stream 
without great trouble, though some 
of them had to wade up to their belts. 
Then, according to the plan, they 
drove parallel dikes toward the vil- 
lage. .On the right the other Austta- 
lians swept on to the spur. 

Their advance was made all along 
the line behind a creeping barrage. 
There was one obstacle they had to 
cross which might have given great 
trouble but for the men’s quick and 
skillful attack and their enthusiastic 
courage. It was a long, sunken road, 
twenty to thirty feet steep in banks. 
There- were many dugouts and mgp- 
chine-gun posts in it and outside there 
were wire entanglements through 
‘which the Australians had to force 
their way. It. was likely that this 
place would be crowded with Germans, 
and they were -found there when the 
Australians went to look for them. 

The Australians smashed their way 
through the wire regardless of ma- 
chine “gun bullets, and then bombed 
their way down the sunken road until 
many of the enemy retreated into dug- 
outs, where they were caught. 


Cleaning Up by Moonlight. 


In the village itself to. the left of the 
spur there was hard fighting in the 
moonlight, and the Australidns_ had to 
rout out the Germans from the ruins 
of houses and gardens, where they de- 
fended themselves desperately by rifle 
and machine gun fire. Many of them 
fought to the death, and Ville-sur- 
Ancre, through which we used to pass 
last year as a cool Jittle place in the 
marshes under heavy green foliage, 
far Yehind the lines, is now filled with 
German dead. ,

But there was mercy and chivalry 
for those .who surrendered and kept 
faith. One German machine-gunner 
who wore the Iron Cross aroused the 
admiration of the Australians by his 
courage, and when they sent hint back 
as a prisoner they scribbled a note— 


with tthe bullets flying about—saying 
that “as he fought so well it is hoped 
no one will take his Iron Cross from 
him.’’ Prisoners are always allowed 
to keep their decorations, but it was 
a thoughtful and generous thing of 
those Australian lads to make a spe- 
cial paint of it. 

There was one act of treachery by a 
German. soldier which made them 
angry, because after his surrender he 
shot a scout Corporal and tried to get 
away, but that incident, -which was 
punished by instant death, was not 
eounted against the other prisoners 
who were being sent back. The Aus- 
tralians gave them their _ biscuits, 
which they ate ravenously. 

All of yesterday morning the clean- 
ing up of the village and the consoli- 
dation of the captured ground contin- 
ued, though the-village was completely 
in the Australians’ hands by daylight 
on the morning of attack. It was a 
brilliant little -success and is a good 
second to the capture of Villers-Bre- 
tonneux. The value of it from a stra- 
tegical point of view is that it will give 
increased difficulty: to the enemy in 
any attack he may attempt north of 
the village, as he will. then come un- 
der an enfilade fire. ;

LUSITANIA’S VIA’S DEST. ROYER 
DAMAGED IN BATTLE 


U-39 Escorted to Cartagena by 
_ Another Submarine, Which. Dis- 
appears—Now Under Guard. 


MADRID, May 19.—The German sub- 
| marine U-39, says an official dispatch 
from Cartagena, entered that port last 
tnight in a seriously damaged condition 
as the result of a battle. Another sub- 
marine accompanied the U-39 as far as 
the entrance to the port and then disap- 
peared. 

The U-39 is 220 feet long and carries 
a crew of thirty men. The crew has 
been forbidden by the authorities to 
communicate with shore. The subma- 


rine is being guarded by the Spanish 
cruiser Extramadura. 


The .U-39,. according to German ad- 
vices, is the submarine that torpedoed 
the Lusitania off Kinsale on May 7, 
1915. A dispatch from Munich, Bavaria, 
received in Switzerland on the following 
day said that it was the U-39 that sank 
the British liner. On March 11, 1916, it 
was reported in Washington that it was 
the U-39 which attacked the American 
tanker Petrojite off the coast of Egypt 
in December, 1915. It is possible that 
the old U-39 may be out of service by 
this time and that her number has been 
taken by a new boat.

The signs are that New York will go 
“ over the top ”-in responding to ap- 
peals to fill the Red Cross’ war: fund 
chest. President WiLson has asked 
us to give “ until it hurts.” Colonel 
ROOSEVELT derides the plea that be- 
cause & Man or woman has bought a 
Liberty bond or War Savings Stamps 
they can be excused for not contribut- 
ing to the Red Cross. “ Give the bond, 
give the stamps,” says the Colonel, 
“and make them,do double duty.” 

The fact of the matter is, no refusal 
to aid the Red Cross can be accepted 
from anybody. The Red Cross does 
not ask for a loan, it wants help: help 
for the wounded, help for starving 
and despairing refugees, help for all 
wretched victims of German cruelty.

seriously interfered with. Each mili- 
tary invention is equaled. or overcome 
by the other side; but so many deli- 
cate problems of equilibrium and ad- 
justment \have: to be answered in the 
construction of airships that time is 
needed, and. there is none to lose. 
Some means of mastering the elephant 
of the ether will be found. Be sure of 
that. Meanwhile our air. boys are hot 
to go up, volunteering copiously, and 
hope by a multitude of little machines 
to bring down Goliath by “a chance 
shot.””..

But is.there to be, 
must there be, a revolution in air- 
ships? Not that the lighter machines 
will not always have their. uses, but 
will .hot ‘these winged tanks, these 
battleships of the air, if some weak- 
ness is not found in them, some Moni- 
tor for their Merrimac, be the masters 
of.the air, and so of the land fighting? 

BRITISH SUBMARINES DOING 

THEIR BIT. 

Although, German warships “do not 
patrol the North Sea and never ven- 
ture from their bases except to raid 
minor British seaports when atmos- 
pheric conditions are favorable, or to 
attack.a@ convoy reported by air 
scouts, “the British submarines, of 
whose performances so little is heard, 
have succeeded, according to an 
ficial .statement, in attacking suc- 
cessfully no less than forty German 
war vessels. 

The enemy has always had targets 
for his. torpedoes“in the North Sea, 
the English Channel, the Irish Sea, 
and in‘the waters north of Scotland 
and Ireland. Early in the war the 
battleship Formidable, the armored 
cruisers Hogue, Cressy, and Aboukir, 
and the light cruisers Hawke and 
Pathfinder were sunk by German 
submarines In the North Sea. The 
reputation the German Navy won 
for effective work with its U-boats 
against: British war vessels was the 
reward of skill more than of ex- 
traordinary daring; nevertheless, the 
lesson taught was that the only safe 
place for the battle fleet was at its 
protected base, and it must be said 
that the prestige of the British subma- 
rine flotilla suffered until it made its 
own opportunities by acts of intrepid- 
ity ‘that were sometimes almost in- 
‘credible. . 

To attack German warships, except 
in the two or three fights that’ oc- 
curréd jin the North Sea, it was nec- 
essary for the British submarines to 
invade the Baltic, an enterprise of 
considerable danger. The Prinz Adal- 
bert, an armored cruiser of “8,858 
tons, was sunk on Oct. 23, 1915; the 
protected cruiser Bremen; 3,300 tons, 
on Dec. 17, 1915, and the Hght 
cruiser Undine, 2,672 tons, oh Dec. 
7, 1915. .When the. protected cruiser 
Hela, 2,008 tons, was sunk earlier in

Satisfaction from the news that the War. 


Department is about to. take into its 
own hands in France the distribution 
and collection of mail matter to and 
from the American soldiers there. The 
Post . Office Department has proved 
fairly well that the delays, the imper- 
fections, and the absolute failures which 
up till now ;have characterized this 
vastly important service were not due 
either to its.own incompetence or to its 
inappreciation of what it means.to, the 
men ‘abroad to hear often; promptly, and 
securely from the home folk, or what it 
means to the home folk to be in like 
communication with the boys abroad. 
The fault, or most of it, seemingly has 
rested on the very department which 
now proposes to take charge of all mail 
matter, not after it reaches the divis- 
ional headquarters, but on its arrival at 
a French port, and also to attend to 
getting it from the divisional headquar- 
ters to the ports, instead of leaving that 
part of the work to civilian postal offi- 
cials. 

Whether or not this means the almost 
desperately needed reform of the mail 
service depends on the spirit in which 
the task is taken up by the higher army 
officers. Of their ability to perform it, 
or to have it performed, there is no 
question, but so often have these offi- 
cers been quoted as saying, ‘‘ The men 
are not in France to read and write let- 
ters,” that the news of the change in 
method will be received with something 


"of dubiety. 


Of course the men are ‘not in France 
to. read or. write letters,. but, neither are 
they there to consume rations, wear uni- 
forms, or to go through the manual of 
arms.. Yet these are not negligible ac- 
tivities or incongruous with executing 
the purpose for which the American Ex- 
peditionary Forces .were. organized and 
sent abroad. The reading and writing 
of letters.'come in the same category, 
and, while not quite as essential to win- 
ning.the war as are the others, there is 
no more reason for neglecting them, no 
more excuse for speaking of them scorn-

“Many Letters Already Received. 


Many letters have been received from 
the members of the regiment since they 
Went abroad, and among the plans of 
the auxiliary is one of tabulating the 
mail received from the members of the 
regiment, so that if one soldier writes 
r rding the health or welfare of an- 
other the latter’s relatives may be in- 
formed. 

Mrs. Harris read several letters from 
men and officers. The following is an 
extract from a letter written by Duncan 
R. Brown, Chaplain of the regiment, to 
a relation of a member of the regiment 
who wishes to remain unknown: 

We have all managed to get some rest 
on board. Your generous gift is making 
it possible for me to provide dainties for 
the sick boys. I have also been able to 
pure! magazines. Calm seas and clear 
skies have been the rule until today. On 
Sunday we held two very beautiful serv- 
fees. The first, that of the Holy Com- 
munion, held in ‘the main salon, the second 
held on deck aft. The Archbishop of York 
made a stirring address as the men 
crowded around to join reverently in the 
‘service: and listened to his words. His 
text was from St. Paul, ‘‘ Keep that which 
is committed to thy trust.”’ 

The following is.an extract from the 
letter of another officer: 

.. You Ny rest assured that no regiment 
could be in better spirits or awe higher 

irations than ours. The next months 
will do wonders for the men in their train- 
ing and as every one has had a little. rest, 
we will enter upon whatever is in store for 
us with renewed zeal. Let us hope so. 

An appeal was made-by Mrs.. Walter 
Metcalfe, the wife of Major Metcalfe, 
who is the Chairman of the Tobacco 
Committee, for contributions for tobacco 
for the men of the regiment.

Switzerland Consents ‘to Export 
15,000 Cattle Monthly to 
Teutons in Exchange. 


PARIS, May 19.--The French Govern- 
ment has threatened -to’ withdraw: its of- 
fer of 85,000 tons.of coal monthly : to 
Switzerland if the, Gérman-Swiss eco- 
nomic and commercial agreement recent- 
ly arrived at is ratified by the Swiss del- 
egates. France in this case will supply 
coal ‘only to the shops and manufacto- 
ries in Switzerland that are working 
upon goods for. France and ‘her allies. 

‘*'We can only: maintain the original 
offer of 85,000 tons monthly provided 
no compensation whatsoever is given the 
Germans,’’. says the official note, ‘‘.If 
this is not. acceptable, the German and 
Swiss Governments can settle the matter 
betwéen themsélves.’”’ 

‘We cannot countenance a. situation 
in which Germany shall abuse-its posi- 
tion toward the Helvetic Federation and 
establish a system which would lead to 
the endangering of Swiss suzerainty 
and inevitably prove: prejudicial to the 
cause of ovffselves and our allies,’ con- 
tinues the note. ‘Should. the Swiss 
Government persist in signing the agree- 
ment, ratification of whichis expected 
shortly, we shall remain’friends with 
the Government and people of Switzer- 
land. But the allied powers cannot -en- 
tertain the idea’ of Germany’ provoking 
strikes and disorders in Swiss shops sup- 
plying Allies’: needs: This would be 
done through enforced idleness, caused 
by thé’scarcity of fuel. Therefore, man- 
ufacturers working in the interest of 
the Allies, will be furnished coal.” 

The official note concludes by warn- 
ing Switzerland against Germany’s ef- 
fort to raise’ issues confusing German 
interests with those of the Swiss. 


BERNE, May 18.—The terms of the 
new.treaty between Germany and Swit- 
zerland are applicable for nine months, 
with the proviso that they may be abro- 
gated by either party upon two months’ 
notice. They provide for the monthly 
export from Germany into Switzerland 
of 200,000 tons of coal.and-19,000.tons of 
fron and steel. The price of the coal 


{s to be at a minimum, 173% francs for. 


all but 60,000 tons for small.consumers, 
upon which the price will “be reduced wy 
40 franca. 

Among the exports which Switzerland 
agrees to make are cattle to the num- 
ber of from 15,000 to 17,000 monthly. 

Switzerland, it is provided, will estab- 
lish a controlling export organization, to 
be known as _ the Office Fiduciairé 
Suisse, to regulate shipments to the En- 
tente.- This society .corresponds with 
the existing Societe de - Surveillance 
Suisse, which constitutes the .Entente’s 
control over shipments to Germany, but 
it, like the first-named organization, is 


a corporation entirely under Swiss man- 


agement. 

Goods manufactured with the aid of 
German coal may not be exported to 
countries at war with Gérniany ‘unless 
it is detinitely proved that ‘the factories 
manufacturing, them. possessed an equiv- 
alent amount of non-German fuel which 
was used by them in. the manufacture 
and had its use credited to the plant by 
the Judiciary Office. 

Articlés on a special list’ yet to be 

designated may be, exported by, Switzer- 
land if they were manufactured with 
machines or tools from the Central 
Empires, as well as with machines or 
tools from the Entente, until July 15, 
at’ least, — though German’ coa has 
been used in the production. Excepted 
from this list are products of; machines 
for wood and iron work, Proasing ma- 
chines for the production o ment, and 
all materials for the housing ‘or trans- 
portation: ‘of ‘troops, besides) war mia- 
terial and chemicals. These’ excepted 
products must not be exported _unless 
the .Entente countries have furnished 
the coal for their manufacture. 
- Investigations have shown that 
Switzerland heretofore’ has::been. im- 
porting between 15,000 and .20,000 tons 
of coal monthly for these industries, 
so that if the Entente s upplies its 
promised quota Switzerland will be able 
to continue its work for the Entente:*
